Youngest Voléanoes in B.C. 

“rofessor Birwssh, who has, been 
at Work on the geology cf British Col- 
umbia for several years, has. return- 
ed from an é¢xaminattion of Garibaldi, 
which. may have the effect of placing 
that splend/d mountain . and | some 
of its néigubors tn the positio.. of be- 
ing the youngest volcxnos In the pro 
vince. He went up to the recent sum- 
mit camp of the B.C, Mountaineering 
Club, and accompanied |y the preal- 
dent, 4r. W. J. Gray; made a careful 
study of the district He has found 
that Garibald!, Red Mountain and an- 
other smaller voleano ‘vave been built 
upon a glaciated surface avout 5000 
feet high. None of the ares volean- 
oes bears the marks of giaciation, ex- 
cept insofar as their own home-grown 
glaciers have been able to modify 


j their outlines in some very slight de- 


gree. But \he work of such local 
glaciers requires very careful looking 
for; whereas the plat{.rm frouwr which 
the volcanic piles stand up has been 
glaciated so intensely that even the 
inexperienced eye can recognize it. 
The lava streams which flowed from 
the volcanoes, and the bev of stuff 
which were formed by the accumula- 
tion of the fragmentary material 
blown out of their crates during erup- 
tion, are all to bo traced, cold, black, 
and forbidding, lying upon the gently 
undulating surface of the glaciated 
plateay. 

Professor Burwash believes the evl- 
dence he has obtained sufficient to 
prove that these volcanoes came into 
existence during thte second sta,;> of 
the glacial epoch. Lle regards it as 
very. doubtful, however, if the vol- 
canic action had begun whe. the first 
stage of the glacial epoch was on. The 
general moulding of the platform on 
Which Garibaldi stands was done dur- 
ing that earlier stage. when the Ice 
spread far. and piled high. 

These are very important results. 
Something of the geological interest 
of the districe was recognized by the 
members of the Mountaineering Club 
during the summer camps. The pho- 
tographs which appeared in the 
Northern Corcilleran, together with 
the descriptive notes of Messrs Gray 
and Samson, showed the desirability 
of having an examination made by a 
geological expert. Now ihat this has 
been done an important additional 
interest has-been given t» the Alpine 
hinterland of Vancouver.

dollars a year. Wa make reference 
to this simply to give point to the 
statement that there are many farm- 
ers in Western Canada living on farms 
far too large for their means and their 
enérgies, who would do far bette: cn 
a small area, reasonably close to a 
good town, the treatment of the farm 
being of more intensive. a nature. 
While we cannot Brow fruit in these 
prairie provinces just like they can 
raise it in Ontario, still we can keep 
poultry and bees,.with equally aS much 
profit; and also, in a well selected lo- 
cality, with proper judgment thrown 
into the business, ‘t is jist possible 
that the raising of small fruits might 
prove as remunerative here as ‘in the 
other provinces. Already about our 
cittes and large towns of the west | 
there are excellent chances for men 
on small areas producing high class | 
products that wi'l be put upon the 
market in a perfectly fresh condition,

Four Months Without Water 

Sheep on the Nebo National forest, 
Utah, go four and a half months with- 
out water except for such moisture as 
they get fror the dew and the julees 
of forage plants. Grazing sheep on 
a range entirely destitute of water is 
a@ recent innovation due.to the in 
creasing demand for forage and effort 
of the forest office to find a place on 
the forest ranges for all the stock that 
Can be safely admitted. The area on 
the Nebo which has now proved usa- 
ble by sheep is high and rocky, a-por- 
tion of it being above timber Hine, and 
it hag neither springs nor streams of 
sufficient size or accessibility to be 
used for stock watering purposes. The 
grazing season lasts from June 15 to 
October 31, and during this period of 
four and a half months the animals 
do not get a drink. 

Under such conditions, however, the 
sheep have done extremely well, and 
last year’s. lamb from this range had 
an average weight at the close of the 


market, which was rather above the 
normal Weight from that vicinity. 

In one area on the Targhee forest 
in Idaho sheep get w ter only twice 
during the four months summer graz- 
ing seasan. There is no water on the 
range but the sheep are driven to a 
nearby stream lower down the moun-
